WASHINGTON — One of two 
former top strategists for the 
Trump campaign is “likely” to face 
indictment as early as today a sen- 
ior Democrat said Sunday, pre- 
viewing what would be the first 
criminal charges in the intensify- 
ing probe led by special counsel 
Robert Mueller into current and

former members of President

Rep. Adam Schiff, D-Calif., 
ranking member of the House in-

House. 

Schiff’s comments came amid

A political mailer sent to thousands of Longwood 
homes claims that three City Commission candi- 
dates support bringing “Las Vegas style” casino 
gambling into the Seminole County community. 

But the candidates targeted in the flier — Abby 
Shoemaker, Richard Drummond and Matt Morgan 
— blasted the mailer as false and dirty politics. 

“It’s disgusting? said Morgan, a former WWE 
professional wrestler who is vying for Longwood’s 
District 4 commission seat against incumbent Mark 
Weller. ‘Tm opposed to every aspect of that. ... I 
would vote against it, 100 percent, for any effort to 


bring in gambling into Longwood.” 


The flier, which reads: “Stop Matt Morgan, Abby 
Shoemaker and Richard Drummond from turning 
our community into a den of gamblers and crime,” 
was funded by the Citizens Alliance for Florida’s 
Economy, a Tampa political action committee 
chaired by Anthony Pedicini. He did not respond to 
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The Sanford Orlando Kennel Club in Longwood wants to add poker and blackjack tables to its greyhound 
racing. The effort has been used as fodder for a political mailer targeting three city commission hopefuls.

Rollins College expands outreach to students of different faiths

WINTER PARK — Rollins Col- 
lege is known for its liberal-arts 
curriculum and lush campus on 
the shore of Lake Virginia. 

Now, the school is hoping to 
gain recognition as a center for 
religious life and discourse. 

The college of 942 undergrad- 
uates hired its first associate direc- 
tor of Jewish student life this 
month, making it the first small 
liberal-arts school in Florida with 
a full-time Hillel professional, said 


Aaron Weil, executive director 
and chief executive officer of Cen- 
tral Florida Hillel. 

“Tt’s our aim to really be ahome 
away from home on campus,” said 
Emily Block, 24, who came to 
Rollins after 16 months as assistant 
director of Hillel at the University 
of Connecticut. 

Hillel is the largest Jewish cam- 
pus organization in the world, 
Weil said. 

The college’s commitment to 
religious education started before 
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Emily Block is 
Rollins Col- 
lege’s first as- 
sociate direc- 
tor of Jewish 
student life. 
The Winter 
Park liberal 
arts school is 
working to 
expand its 
religious pro- 
grams.

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Sanford elementary school’s grant will pay teacher bonuses

A Seminole County elementary 
school was one of 11 in Florida to 
win a state grant this month that it 
will use to pay teacher bonuses, 
hire extra instructors and boost of- 
ferings at its D-rated campus. 

The “schools of hope” grant won 


by Idyllwilde Elementary School in 
Sanford was offered for the first 
time this year as part of a contro- 
versial new education law, HB 
7069, that has prompted lawsuits 
by some Florida school districts. 
Idyllwilde will use its expected 
$16 million grant to give teachers 
bonuses — the amount must still be 
negotiated with the local teachers 


union — and to carry out a new 
program to encourage parents to 
become more involved in the 
school and their children’s educa- 
tion, said Anna-Marie Cote, deputy 
superintendent of the Seminole 
school district. 

The school also will hire extra 
“highly effective” teachers to help 
struggling students, provide more 


training for all its teachers, and staff 
the school with a mental health 
counselor, she said. 

“We were thrilled. We knew we 
were in stiff competition” Cote 
added. 

Idyllwilde earned a D on this 
year’s school report card, just as it
